melt the butter, mix all together, 
make Into fiat cakes and fry In meat 
drippings. 




Russian Patties. 

One pint of oysters; parhoil, strain 
and reserve liquor: there should he 
about one cuplul. Make r. sauce of 
three tablespoonfuls of butter, four 
and one-half tablespoonfuls of flour, 
cne-half cupful of chicken stock, the 
r.ilf cupful of oyster llqeor and one- 
ipful °' cream, all the yolks of 

. '.:gs, one tablespoonful of grated 
horseradish, two tablespoonfuls of 
capers, three-quarters of a tablespoon- 
ful of lemon Juice and from one half 
to one level t«n*pooufiil of salt, ac- 
cording to saltiness of oysters. Stir 
tn one saltspoonful each of white pep- 
per and paprika, then add the drained 
oysters. As loon as the oysters plump 
and their c<!g M curl All Into patty 
shells and serve very hob 



Spiced Beef. 
A ten pound rcjist h< < f. Rub into 
thla half a tracup of ealt, one table- 
spoon of black pepper, two table- 
spoons each of ground allspice and 
cloves. Then put the beef into a ves- 
sel that will fit It. Pour two q -arts 
of vinegar on It, and let It remain 
in the vinegar one week, turning it 
every day. Cover tight to keep the 
flavor in the rrcat. Then take It out 
and tie up tight in a clean eloth. Put 
it to cook v tth all the juice, adding 
one quart of water and let it boll two 
hours and a quarter. Let It be cold 
wheu taken out of the cloth. Slice 
thin. It is excellent for luncheons and 
partita. 



Raised Doughnuts. 

One cup warm milk, oue cup sugar, 
two cups melted lard, one cup yeast, 
a level teaspoon salt, half a nutmeg, 
two eggs ami enough flour to make a 
•ponge; let raise over night; add 
more flour, mold and cut with smill 
Jelly glass, ibe dough being rolled 
about hair an Inch thick; put in 
greased pan and set near s\ove to 
raise; when very light put in large 
kettle of hot lard and rook from seven 
to light mlr.ti'es; take from kettle 
and put on brown paper to drain and 
drop two or il.rce drops of lemon ou 
each.

The place selected was at 
the falls of ( Ireen river where they 
started a settlement and called it 
Rhoadsvillc. After three years of 
peaceable' possession an action was 
entered in the Ohio circuit court, 
styled 'John Handlcy vs. Henry 
Rhoads and others,' for the posses- 
sion of the land on which the new 
town stood. The suit was gained 
by thc plaintiff. Henry Rhoads 
and a few of his friends then re- 
moved to Harnett's Station, ou 
Rough creek, where he lived five 
years, during which lime the pres- 
ent town of Hartford was laid out 
and a few houses built. He next 
moved to |,ogan cotjuty and settled, 
where he owned 7,000 acres of mil- 
itary land.

When he settled 011 this tract 
Muhlenberg was practically an un- 
broken wilderness. Many wildani 
Btale, both large and small, held 
sway. A number nf stories are told 
about the ;:amr l '• ■< • rl .er 
these hills in ok I ere 

repeat two of these stories, not oe- 
cause they are characteristic of life 
in the wilderness, but because they 
are incidents from the life of Muhl- 
enberg's first great pioneer, handed 
down by local tradition. 

When Henry Rhoads was build- 
ing his log house his neighbors were 
few and far between, but all came 
with a helping hand and a happy 
hcait to take part in his "house 
raising." These old time house 
raisings were attended as much for 
the sake of their social features as 
for the purpose of helping build a 
house. 

One afternoon while the crowd 
was busily engaged on the roof of 
this building, so runs the tradition, 
a large bear leisurely wandered into 
sight. When the men saw the ani- 
mal they stopped work and imme- 
diately started on a bear chase. 
Some ran after him with axes and 
others with guns. The women of 
the wilderness always lent a helping 
hand. In this instance one woman 
followed in the bear chase with a 
pitchfork. After an exciting time 
old bruin was finally captured. 
That night a Urge bear skin was 
strctchefl on the new log wall and 
barbecued bear meat was servcel in 
abundance at all the other meals 
served to the house raising party. 

Rut the noise made by the bear 
chasers evidently did not scare all 
the wild animals out id the ueigh 
borhood.» About a year after that 
great event, H^nry Rhoads, while 
aalkiag in his voodj which is still 
stauding a short distauce north of 
the old house, espied a large drove 

of wQd terkeye, lie slowly raised 
his llint-lock rill.* for the jMtrpooC 
of shooting 1 doe g< strutting 
under a white oak an n close 

range. When he w ut ready 

to pull the trigger he 1 la rust 
Ilea in the dry leave ad him. 

Rhoads looked arou id, to hit

pointed al. Compared to modern 
rilles they were slow in all the oper- 
ations that preceded and resulted in 
the discharge of the bullet. 

Most of the local traditions arc 
subject to a variety of vers! »:is. 
The old panther ttory, as I have 
related it, has probably changed 
very little from the original since 
Henry Rhoads' day. However, 
another version of this incident has 
lately crept into circulation and 
shows to what extent some of our 
old traditions arc changed. 

i his new version has it that when 
Henry Rhoads saw the wild turkey 
iu the woods he took steady aim at 
the bird and then pulled the trigger 
of his Mint lock. He had no more 
than pulled the trigger when he- 
heard a panther back of him. 
Rhoads turned, immediately swung 
his gun around and aimed al the 
panther, then in the very act of 
making a loug leap from a limb 
down onto the hunter. Rut the aid 
pioneer was quicker than the ibs 
charging powder or the charging 
panther, for he had the gun pointed 
at the animal before the bullet left 
the barrel and thus killed the pan- 
ther with the load that, a few sec- 
onds before, Jhad been intended 
for the turkey. This same version 
continues with the statement that 
the animal did not drop to the 
ground after it was shot, but' fell 
across the shoulder of the hunter, 
who then leisurely walked home 
and did not throw the panther down 
on the ground until he reached the 
front of his house. 

Henry Rhoads was the father of 
nine children: Among his four 
daughters was Lli/.ibcth Rhoads, 
who married Jacob \ an Meter. His 
live sons were Jacob, haniel, Hen- 
ry, Jr., Solomon, Jr., and David, 
I he dcscendetits of Solomon Rhoads 
Jr., are represented more exten 
sively in Muhlenberg county and 
other parts of the Creen river coun- 
try than any of the other of Herry 
Rhoads' children.

• lied Nov. i«), 1849. I his Solomon 
Rhoads, Jr., was a nephew to the 
Solomon Rhoads who, with Henry 
and another brother, t Havid ?) 
built the first lort iu McLean coun- 
ty which, as already stated, was 
first called Rhoadsvillc, then Vien- 
na, and which later became Cal- 
houn.

U B. Rhoedt, who lives near 
iirakesboro, is a great-great grand- 
son of Heary Rhoada, a great grand- 
son of David Rhoads, a grandson 
of Rarebus Rhoads and a son of 
Isaac W. Rhoads. 

Henry Rhoads, as already stated, 
was a member of the* state legisla 
ture from Logan county when, in 
1 790, Muhlenberg was formed and 
was the first man to repiesent the 
new county in the house of repre- 
sentatives, lie was sixty years of 
age when the county was organized. 
He died la 1B14, aged seventy -five. 
He and his children were members 
of Hazel Creek R.iptist church, 
which was organized Dec. j, 1798, 

Although he declined the various 
county offices offered to him, he 
acvertheleai coatiaaed to work for 

the good of the community, ar.d 
probably did as much for the couu- 
ty, if not more, than any of the 
other early pioneers. He helped 
draw the plans for the first court 
house and also did much toward 
promoting the interests of Creen- 
ville, the new county seat. He waa 
boadantaa and adviser to a number 
of the yoejagei men whom he suc- 
r< sstuliy recommended for oitice. 

He spent much of his time look 
ing after his farm, tanyanl and other 
personal affairs, but never list an 
opportunity to exercise his energy 
and influence cn such things as he 
thought would idvaaee Muhlenberg 
county aud its pe.iple. 

This sketch on the life, of Henry 

Rhoads is compiled from tack local 

history an. I traditions as have come 
under my observation. It is (piite 
probable I have failed to learn, and 
therefore have failed to record, oth- 



er interesting facts bearing on the 
j life of this great pioneer. If such 
lis the case, I will be glad to hear 
: from any one relative to such omis- 
sions, and will lake pleasure iu in 
serting them in a revised biography 
of Heary Rhoada, the Godfather 
of Muhlenberg County.
